The reazcn of this is 
the low price of feed barley, and the 
fact that so little barley is grown and 
handled ina way to make it suitable 
for malting. The principal part of the 
barley crop of the district is ground in- 
to chopped feed for cattle and hogs. 
Two cars of hides to Minneapolis and 
one car of wool to Montreal, show that 
both of these products of the farm find 
a market. Although the wool shipmeat 
seems small it is important and will nce 
doubt increase. Besides the car load 
there were several small shipments that 
would aggregate more than a car load. 
The shipment of butter to Vancouver 
last summer is elso something new and 

should develop greatly. Six cars of 

fur shipped out during the months of 

July, August, September and October, 

although not great: in weight or bulk 

probably represent a greater value 
thaa all other exports together. These 
chiefly belonged to the Hudson’s Bay 

Company and represented the company’s 

trade throughout the Mackenzie basin 

for the year. They include little if any 
of the $200,000 worth purchased at 

Edmonton by the other buyers, which 

went forward in small lots, frequently 

by express. Although several cars of 
returned freight are included in the 
published list, such as tea, telegraph 
wire, etc., it is not intended that they 
should be classed as Edmonton pro- 
ducts. Tosum up the total exports 

were 55 cars coal, 38 cars cattle, 13 

cars oats, 1 car barley, 2 cars wheat, 1 

car chop, 1 car bran, 1 car mixed g.ain, 

2 cars hides, 2 car wool, | car butter, 6 

cars furs, or 122 cars of Hdmonton pro- 

ducts exported in eight raonths; nearly 

two cars to each train.

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EDMONTON EXPORTS. 

The statement of car lcts of products 
shipped from Edmontoz during the 
past eight months appearing elsewhere 
in this issue, is very interesting. The 
amount of Edmonton coal marketed in 
Calgary will be a surprise to most 
peopie, 52 cars during the six months 
of fall and winter, and three more in 
the summer months of July and 
August. This coal is entirely 
from the White Star mines, and is put 
on the track at Otoskwan, the first sid- 
ing south of Edmonton. The mines 
are four miles from the track. It will 
easily be seen that when such a large 
trade is done under the disadvantages 
of a haul of four miles it could be much 
increased if a spur track were built to 
the mines. 

The large shipments of catile south 
are a new and interesting feature in the 
trade of the, district, which aggregate 
38 cars in the eight months. These 
are all young cattle bred in the Edmon- 
ton district and shipped south to be 
fed for market on ranges around Cal- 
gary. While it‘is to be regretted from 
one point of view that the farmers of 
the district did not keep these cattle in 
their hands until they became fit 
for beef, on the other hand the fact 
that there is an unlimited demand and 
fair prices for young cattle on the 
Southern ranges, will encourage farmers 
to pay more attention to that branch of 
their business than they have hitherto 
done. Although the returns are not as 
large on young as on aged cattle, they 
come a good deal more quickly, which is 
a great object in new settlements.

a satisfactory increase, and that of 
cattle has risen from nothing to be of 
first importance, it is noticeable that 
the shipments of oats which were 
the most important export of last sea- 
son have sunk to almost nothing since 
Oct. Ist, the season for the shipment of 
last summer’s crop, aggregating only 
five cars, while eight cars of the 
previous season’s crop were shipped 
during July, August and September. 
Last year the coast and Calgary were 
our principal markets; this year nota 
pound is sent to either locality, while 
three out of the five cars go tc the 
Kootenay district. The falling off in 
the shipment of oats is not altogether 
because of the lighter crops, but because 
prices have dropped so low, that with 
the high freight rates intervening buy- 
ers say that they cannot ‘Ship at a 
profit. There is at present at least 30 
cars of oats in Edmonton, bought chief- 
ly before New Year’s for shipment, 
but for which no profitable market has 
yet been found. As a consequence 
buying has almost ceased ard a very 
large quantity of excellent grain still 
remains in farmer's hands. As an- 
other consequence business that would 
be done on the handling of these oats 
is at a standstill to the very great 
detriment of both the farming and 
merchantile interests. This is surely 
a case in which a special effort should 
be put forth by the railway company 
to meet the exigencies of the case by a 
reduction in their rates, for the time 
being. Two cars four to Wetaskiwin 
is the total export of that product by 
rail, the reason being that the local and 
northern market, as yet, takes all that 
is produced in the district, and would 
continue to do so though production 
were largely increased. A car of bran 
to Moriey and a car of chop to Calgary 
are the totals in those lines, accounted 
for by the same seasons as prevail in 
the case ot flour. Two cars of wheat 
shipped to Calgary looks strange in the 
face of the facis above stated, namely 
that there is a ijocal market for far 
more of the products of wheat than the 
district supplies, and is one of the 
things that are hard to account for.

SEED GRAIN AGATN. 


In the issne of the Burerin of the 20th 
inst., I notice two communications and a 
Seader. The latter took excessive and 
erroneous objection to ‘‘Corncracker’s” 
statements ‘‘ that in deteriorates after 
repeated sowing,” whercas the leader argues 
that. it improves, which is a new phase en- 
tirely om this scientific question, as every 
practical farmer knows well that ! seed 
detericraies as well ag all kinds of stock if 
allowed to be inbred. The leader further 
centends that it is cut throat argument in 
not baying seed greiv from neighbors. I say 
sternly that I would [not buy seed grain 
from my father if it was not the right kind; 
and the leader in” forcing such arguments is 
acting a cut threat antic. 

I place the facts this way: We sold our 
grain tc speculators, so did the people north 
of Edmonton, and a limited percentage of 
that grain is mixed with wild oats, which 
is all mixed in storehouses. And the absurd 
idea of buying such grain for seed! I 
would sooner by far leave my farm unseeded. 
The leader thinks such grain is first class 
for the poor. The assumption of such 
argument is preposterous, as everyone of 
the seed getters will have to pay for it 
sooner or later; and when ‘parties pay for 
any article they should Bavea say what 
kind itshouli be. The leader exdeavors to 
keep the scriptures: fulfilled: ‘‘The poor 
ye shall have with you always.” Hitherto 
we looked to the leaders in the BULLETIN to 
be a monopolist crusher, but, alas ! iu this 
ease it comes far-short of it. 

Referring to a few comments of Mr. 
Walsh’s letter which‘{p.'d more.'stress to 
comply with the science of lexicology, and 
his unbound estimation, also ‘taking a 
hand in the game” which points that he is 
an expert at seven-up and pedro. Such 
professionalists hide their best card in their 
coat sleeve, but in this case the art?“ce was 
discovered and the game of selling off his 
own and extraordinary seed grain to neigh- 
bors. But if I will be called again I will 
give a few points which will not be as plaus- 
ible as the above hints. Further it advo- 
cated the utilization}j,of local3{markets. 
Whoever heard such an argument about 
seed grain? I would sooner, supposing I 
would get my seed free from the majority of 
the farmers from Riviere Qui Barre to Ed- 
monton, to dump it into the Saskatchewan 
and pay $2.00 per bushel for pure seed. 

Regarding Mr. Isaac Cowie’s communica- 
tion I say in common with all around me, it 
was the production of a gentleman and 
shows evidently deep thouglit in our inter- 
est, and in the event of his seeking our 
suffrage at any fuiure time, it will meet 
with our entire approbation. I may say for 
Mr. Cowie’s information that the mistake of 
‘* mover,” referred to in his letter, was not 
““Corncracker’s” fault, but the reacer at a 
meeting from which he took his cue. So 
hope this will suffice for an apology. We 
sent te the government for seed to come 
from the east,~and we believe we would 
ave got it if left alone. It is known the 
eastern portion of Stony Plain? was farmed 
successfully for the iast sixteen years and 
az setulers moved farther west ,they bought 
seed from their neighbors since, but we 
suffered in common with many others by the 
depreciation of prices of grain this winter: 
Now is it not unreasonable that we would 
be as it were compelled to buy from any one 
that a few satellites dictate, as they assume 
to be in high position. I arm the man to 
say where my seed should come from when 
I pay for it. We are found fault with for 
not getting it in a business way. I contend 
it is in a business way. ‘We did not know 
of reliable parties to get such seed as 
required. Another thing, we are 30 miles 
from railway facilities. Our car of seed 
might be in Edmonton for weeks before we 
could ascertain of its arriyal, and might 
cost us heavily in storage; also at times 
impassible roads—hence the cause of us 
getting the government to act at agent. 

In conclusion I cannot see where ‘‘Corn- 
cracker” decried and maligned his neigh- 
bors’ grain. He-simply stated the inferior 
kind, and any sensible reader would glean 
if good kind sown extraordinary results 
would follow.

PONOKA. 


Although winter has « quieting 
effect, yet we are not altogether asleep 
around Ponoka, Our first store is al- 
most completed, and during the past 
week the settlers responded to a general 
invitation of the proprietors, Messrs. 
Algar & Finch, to participate in their 
opening party. If they are as success- 
full ix providing the merchantile wants 
of the district as they have been to the 
social enjoyment of those who partook 
of their delightful hospitality, nu doubt 
success will attend their enterprise. 


Already with the firsttindications of 
spring intending settlers ate plodding 
throvgh the snow looking for bome- 
sites. What may it be before the com- 
ing summer has passed? And when a 
selection is made they have to make 
their way, all the way from here to 
to Red Deer to make an entry thereon. 
Intending settlers are not satisfied with 
writing. The proper authorities should 
take note of this and amend the diffi- 
culty as soon as possible. 

The week closed with a meeting of settlers 
st the station house. The chairman, Mr. 
Alger, called the meeting to; order. A 
paper wasread by Mr. 8. B. Robinson on 
the subject of gardening for household pur- 
poses in which the order of the garden and 
the necessary vegetables, rocts and fruits 
were admirably portrayed and arranged. A 
discussion of a jocular nature and most use- 
ful followed, and while there were some 
present from among the orange blossoms of 
Florads and the vine-clad hilla of California, 
as well posted in gardening in their re- 
spective climes as the author of the paper 
from the saluberious climate to be found on 
the ‘‘ First isle of the ocean, First gem of 
the sea,” all expressed their want of 
practical experience of things in this north- 
ern climate, and would be glad that some 
experienced settler would impart to them 
what practical knowledge he possessed from 
actual experience. 

Now that the time of seeding will soon 
arrive, it would be interesting tothe new 


settlers if soe of the old settlers would 
ive their experience of gardening and 
qavasieg in the [Northwest in some of the 
local papers.

FORT SASKATCHEWAN, 
ALBERTA. 


The meetings held with reference to 
the formation of Alberta into a province 
at Stony Plain, Agricola, Fort Sas- 
katchewan and Josephberg, were very 
representative, and invitations for 
further meetings are being received 
daily from the other outlying points. 
The settlers are all taking a deep in- 
terest in the moze; and so well they 
may, as it concerns the welfare of the 
whole district more than anything else 
possibly can. As Mr. Marriaggi point- 
ed out in a good speech he made at the 
meeting here ; all cur railway lands are 
now in the hands of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. They are not paying 
one cent towards the school taxes in 
any district in Alberta. Neither ‘are 
they assisting the statute labor districts. 
The settlers are improving the com- 
pany’s lands in every possible way und 
thereby enhancing the value, without 
receiving any benefit, but the reverse. 
And as the time is coming (in 1901) 
when, by their agreement with the 
Dominion government at time of get- 
ting the bill passed in 1881 for the 
construction of the railway, they will 
be called on to pay the school and 
statute labor tax, Alberta must be 
placed sc that it can have the power to 
enforce the carrying out of the com- 
pany’s obligations, and the only way 
that this power can be obtained is by 
aaving provincial rights. Mr. Reilly, 
who was the principal speaker at all the 
meetings, was warmly received at every 
meeting and his speeches had a telling 
effect. Every settler should see to it 
that the petitions which are now being 
circulated will be signed. It can hard- 
ly be expected that Alberta will be 
made into a province at once. It will 
take time, but the longer we put off 
asking for our rights, the longer we 
will be kept from enjoying ihem. At 
present we can do nothing to develop 
the mineral, or any other resources ; we 
cannot grant a railway charter; we can- 
not even get sufficient money for our 
roads and bridges. In fact we are the 
bond slaves of the whole Dominion. 
Are we thinking, enlightened, progres- 
sive settlers, and content to remain in 
our present bondage? It all remains 
with ourselves to throw off the yoke 
and free outselves, or continue in the 
present helpless state. We are only 
asking for what Manitcba, British 
Columbia and every other province in 
the Dominion has, namely, the power 
to help ourselves. 

The agreements were signed on Tues- 
day by the representatives of the bonus 
givers, and Mr. Percy B. Cunliffe, who 
will erect at ounce a 40 barrel roller pro- 
cess mili. And there is nodeubt that 
it will be a paying investment all 
around. It is rumored that we are also 
to have a large grain elevator erected 
by a prominent firm, in the fall. This 
will bea great thing for the whole 
settlement. 

There is a good opening here for a 
small custom wool factory, for the 
manufacture of yarns, cloths and 
blankets There are several thousand 
sheep in the district, and there would 
be many thousands more, if a home 
market could be got for the wool. 

A brickyard would have a perfect 
honanza, as there are no bricks made 
closer than Edmonton. One firm 
would at once give an order for about 
25,000 bricks to any good man starting 
this indrstry here. 

Mr. Marriaggi, of the Mansion 
House, entertained the members of the 
band on Tuesday evening, in his usual 
hearty way, and gave them a dinner 
worthy of the occasion. It is pleasing 
to see the progress and enterprise of the 
band so appreciated, and everybody 
was glad. The evening passed very 
pleasantly with band selections, songs, 
speeches and good cheer. Staff-Sergt. 
Grahame occupied the chair, to the 
satisfaction of all. 

The concert in Bremner Hall last 
night under the auspices of our Presby- 
terian church was a huge success, tne 
hall was so crowded that there was 
hardly standing room left. The kind- 
nese of the Edmonton ladies and gentle 
men who came and lent their valuable 
musical aid, and the N. W. M.P. band, 
who performed at intervals, was very 
gratifying. 

If it would not come amiss, the 
writer suggests that our band should 
go to Edmonton and give an entertain- 
ment, and thinks that the citizens there 
would appreciate their music as much 
as we do.

_ PROVINCIAL AUTONOMY MEETING, 


Hourston’s hall was well filled on Satur- 

day evening to hear Jas. Reilly, the xncstle 
of provincial autonomy for Alberta, explain 
the merits of his case. The chair was taken 
oy M. McCauley. Mr. Reilly alluded to 
the pleasure he had in visiting Edmonton, 
and to the agricultural ups and downs in 
central Alberta, of the like of which North- 
ern Alberta knew something also. There 
was present discouragement here as well as 
there. Something was wrong. There was 
such a superabundance of the necessaries of 
life throughout Canada as a whole that 
farmers’ prices were never so low; and yet 
thousands were fed by public charity. The 
business of life consisted in producing, ex- 
changing and consumi:z. There was over 
production and over vonsumption, because 
there was not adequate facilities for ex- 
changing, for lack of a circulating medium. 
Caner was doing busisess on a circulating 
medium of $6 per head as compared with 
over $20 in the states, over $301n Britain 
and over $40 in France. He advocated the 
issue of several millions of additional paper 
money by the federal government to tide 
over the present hard times. If no relief 
was to be had from the government we of 
Alberta should be able to heip ourselves. 
The present temporary and unsatisfectory 
financial arrangement between the Dominion 
government and the Territories was sketch- 
ed. Mr. Huaultain was alluded to as 
mendicant in chief for the Territories going 
to Ottawa each ycar on a begging expedi- 
tion. This condition was contrasted with 
that of Manitoba, which with a population 
of 12,000 was given provincial organization 
and provincial subsidies, which enabled 
them to push the province to the front 
with public works, aiding “agriculture, 
creameries and immigration. Alberta’s 
small membership in the house of Commons 
gave it very little :nftuence, and consequent- 
ly little attention was paid to ita require- 
ments, as in the case of the Saskatchewan 
bridge. Alberta’s single representative in a 
house of 215 members was like a wren in a 
deer park. Provincial organization would 
increase the influence of the district at 
Ottawa, would give increased funds for 
local purposes and would enable the raising 
of money by loan fcr the construction of 
public works, bonusing railways, assisting 
creameries, controlling immigration and 
generally pushing the district ahead. The 
creamery industry in Iowa was instanc:d as 
to the value of that industry to Alberta if 
developed. At present Alberta’s share of 
the Territorial subsidy amounted to $90,000. 
With provincial organization Alberta would 
be entitled to $50,000 for expenses of gov- 
ernment, compensation for public iand on 
the basic of Manitoha $100,000, per capita 
grant and allowance in lieu of interest on 
debt $72,000, total $222,000. The injustice 
of reserving huge areas of Alberta’s lands 
for the building of a railway, on which a 
single rock cut on its line along Lake Superi- 
or cost more than its total length in Alberta 
was spoken of. Also the occasion when a 
companyfin which the speaker was interest- 
ed had arranged to build what is now the C. 
& E. on a grant of Alberta’s lands, the C. P. 
R. stepped in and prevented the money 
from being raised, but afterwards got a cash 
bonus for a company in alliance with them- 
selves by whorn the road was built and the 
lands taken. Mention was made of the 
effort to get the C. P. R. toextend the 
Macleod branch across the boundary and of 
Van Horne’s personal refusal to sanction 
the enterprise. The speaker wanted pro- 
vincial autonomy so that such an extension 
conld be built by the province whether the 
Dominion and theC. P. R. liked it or not. 
A debt that would give 500 creameries 
$10,000 each, would only cost $15,000 a 
year to carry. If provincial organiza- 
tion would be a good thing five years from 
now, why would it not bea good thing 
now. In the morning of our development, 
in the spring time if our opportunities, was 
when we most needed a status, a revenue 
and a credit so that we could make Alberta 
a home good enough for any man. 


F. Oliver was called cn and said he could 
agree with Mr. Reilly asto the disadvant- 
age of the present Territorial condition and 
as to the amount of subsidy Alberta would 
be entitled to as a province. it was not 
likely that the Territories as a whole would 
be formed into a province, as eastern pro- 
vinces would object on the ground that in 
the future it would be too powerful. He 
would not like to see the new province ze- 
stricted to the present limits of Alberta, 
for if Alberta were formed into one pro- 
vince almost necessarily the rest of the 
Territories would be formed into another, 
whizh would leave Alberta in an inferior 
position in area,population and consequently 
subsidy. He favored a request for the 
erection of the western half of the Ter- 
ritories into a province to be called Alberta. 
The special interests of Edmonton and dis- 
trict demanded that the district Athabasca 
should be included. That is the region 
from which our trade isdrawn. (ur in- 
terests require that we should be able to 
assist in building roads and generally im- 
proving the means of communication to and 
through that region. Without that power 
provincial government would mean very 
little tous. There could be no objection to 
taking in the greater area because the great- 
er the area and population the greater the 
subsidy. He would have liked Mr. Reilly 
to have explained the arguments by which 
he expected to prevail on parliament to 
grant provincial rights. It was a compara- 
tively easy matter to persuade us that we 
should have more power and money. He 
hoped parliament could be persuaded to give 
us what was asked, for while he agreed that 
we should have power to help ourselves, he 
considered the subsides accomparying pro- 
vincial organization the essential part of the 
scheme. 

D. Koss agreed with what Mr. Reilly and 
Mr. Oliver had said. 

N. D. Beck pointed out that from the 
total benefit of $130,000 which Alberta asa 
province would receive $50,000 must be de- 
ducted for expenses of the additional gov- 
ernment leaving only an increase of $80,000 
for public purposes. He suggested con- 
sideration of the matter in all its phases by" 
8 local committee. 

C. M. Woodworth thought if provincial 
organization would be a good thing five 
years from now it would bea much better 
thing now. But he did not want Alberta 
to look small alongside of British Columbia. 
The north country was commercially a part 
of Alberta and Alberta could aot afford to 
be chopped in two, by what is its present 
northern boundary, He favored a local 
committee to commence work withir ~ the 
next five minutes. 


G. E. Grogan spoke in favor of Mr.
